W ar hi noton, Jan. 23.—The prom- 
iin-nce attained by Cushman Kellogg 
Davis of Minnesota, as a senator of the 
United States and as a can* lid ate for 
the presidency, justifies an estimate of 
his qualities and a sketch of hzs career. j 
M-nator Davis was born at Hender­ 
son, Jefferson county, N. Y., on the 
18th day of June, 1M38. 
He comes of 
Puritan stock; the tombstone which 
marks the grave at Plymouth, Mass., of 
Mary Allertou, the last survivor of the j 
Pi.grims, and wife of Thomas Cush­ 
man, marks also the resting place of 
his ancestress of the seveuth genera­ 
tion. 
The strains of blood which come 
to him through the Cushmans, Kel­ 
loggs, those of his own surname, and 
allied iHunlies, show that the qualities 
w ch have ga ned him distinction 
an* rightfully his by inheritance as 
we i as by personal achievement. 
Senator Davis is a New Yorker only 
by birth; in education and experience 
he is of the West, for his father re­ 
moved to Wisconsin Territory during 
the first year of his life. 
His educa­ 
tion, begun in a country log school 
house, of Waukesha oouuty, was con­ 
tinued at an academy, for which he 
furnished a part of the expense by work 
as a telegraph operator, aud supple­ 
mental by three years at Carroll col- 
! lege, Waukesha and one year in the 
senior class of the University of Michi­ 
gan, from which institution he graduated 
in 1867. Choosing then the profession 
of law, he studied w-ith Alexander W. 
Randall, the w’ar governor of Wiscon­ 
sin, and commenced practice in that 
state in 1880. 
The stirring events of 
that time, however, were not favorable 
to the studious pursuit of his new pro­ 
fession, and politics engrossed him more 
than law. 
His father was of old Whig 
stock, aud Thurlow Weed’s Albany 
Evening Journal was in his home next 
in authority to tho family Bible. 
The transposition from the Whig to 
the new-born Republican party was 
nat nral aud easy, and in the case of 
young Dav is it was hastened and made 
imperativ e by the influence of a man of 
remarkable impressiv eness and power. 
It was his fortune to make the ac­ 
quaintance of Theodore Parker, and, 
while from his Puritanic training, the 
theological tenets of the lutitudinarian 
seemed rank heresy, he was enthralled 
by that great man’s habitual dwelling 
in the higher regions of thought, by his 
clear visions of justice, and by his all- 
prevaiding, broad humanity. 


T he extreme bitter” ^88 displayed by 
the Minneapolis Times to\7 ards any 
paper that criticises its unfair attitu^?ft 
with reference to Sta te Auditor Dunn, 
indicates only too plainly that it is 
animated solely by personal spite, 
hence it can do him no harm with the

where he is to protect the school 
property of the state against the greed 
of corporations and pine land rings, 
which he is doing nobly, as the rec­ 
ords of the courts will show. 


Not Always the Case. 
Asalooukeeper at W ells, Minnesota, 
has issued the following card to the 
public: 
‘‘To whom it may concern: 
Know 
ye, that by the payment of $500 I am 
permitted to retail intoxicating liquors 
in this city. 
To the wife who has a 
drunkard for a husband, or a friend 
who is uufortunately dissipated, I say, 
emphatically, give me notice in per­ 
son of such case or cases in which yon 
are iuterested, and such will be ex 
eluded from my place. 
Let mothers, 
fathers, sisters and brothers do like­ 
wise, and their request shall be re­ 
garded. 
I pay a heav y tax for the 
priv ilege of selling whisky and other 
liquors, and I want it distinctly under 
stood that I do not desire to sell to 
drunkards or minors, or to the poor 
or destitute. 
I much prefer that they 
sav e their money aud put it where it 
will do the most good to their familie*. 
There are g entlem en of honor and 
men of money who can afford it, and 
it is with those that I desire to 
trade.” 


What a Horse is Worth. 


A couceru in Phila delphia uiak» *s a 
profit of $24 on the carcas of ev ery 
horse, says an exchange.

leathei known as cordov an is taken 
from the skin ov er the rump.

other leather is soft, aud is used 
mostly for slippers and heav y driv ­ 
ing g lov es.

and the short hair is used in stuffing 
cushions aud horse collars

the Loof oil is extracted and the 
horny substance is sold to comb man­ 
ufacturers.

8o, when the impending conflict b* 
tween the North and the South in­ 
volved not merely the preservation of 
the Union, but the settlement of the 
most momentous moral question ever 
submitted to the decision of a Chris­ 
tian people, the young lawyer threw 
aside his briefs, and, following his con­ 
science, engaged in the controversy 
With every force of an ardent nature. 
He was found to have a rare facility of 
public speech, and in the early days 
of the civil war his voice was heard 
among the elders, advocating the integ­ 
rity of the Union, the changeless rights 
of man, and in stimulating enlistments 
for the maiutainauce of both. 
He 
could not, however, long remain talk­ 
ing at home, when his youth ul com­ 
rades were rushing to the field, and in 
1882 he enlisted and became first lieu­ 
tenant of Company B, Twenty-eighth 
regiment, Wisconsin volunteer infan­ 
try. 
With the Army of the Tennessee 
he participated in the Vicksburg and 
other campaigns, until, after the two 
years’ service in the malarial districts 
of the Southwest, he was attacked with 
army fever, aud was forced to resign. 


Lieutenant Davis went to Minnesota 
in the late autumn of 1884, 
He had 
visited various places in pursuit of 
health, and finally went there as a last 
resort. 
When he entered the army he 
was a strong and stalwart young man; 
when he landed at St. Paul he feebly 
tipped the scales at 97 pounds 
It re­ 
quired from two to three years to re­ 
store his health sufficiently to enable 
him to engage in professional practice, 
but with health came the opportunity, 
which rarely fails to wait on genius, iu 
the murder case of Van Solen. 
This 
case, since become a leading one in 
Northwestern criminal annals, w-as car­ 
ried through two trials, of disagreement 
and acquittal, and it established his 
reputation. Thenceforward to the pres­ 
ent his practice has been limited only 
by considerations of physical ability 
aim the conflicting demands of public 
duty. 
For many years no capital case was 
tried in Minnesota or the Dakotas with­ 
out his connection as the leading coun­ 
sel for the defense. His sympathetic na­ 
ture made him the natural defender of 
the accused, and it is a rare tribute to 
that quality and to his legal acumeu 
that no client of this class ever suffered 
conviction. 
This sympathetic nature 
also made him the recognized attorney 
for those who had suffered wrongs and 
injuries from railroad aud other cor­ 
porations; and of the thousands of these 
cases in which he has been employed 
during nearly 30 years of practice, he 
always appeared ou behalf of the in­ 
jured complainant, often without fee, 
and never on the side of the corpora­ 
tion. 
He became so generally known 
as the people’s lawyer and was so suc­ 
cessful, that the corporations sought to 
engage him by yearly retainers, which 
were 
uniformly 
declined. 
He has 
fought for corporations against corpora­ 
tions, but to the people his services 
were at command whenever corporate 
oppression was to be attacked and cor­ 
porate wrongs redressed. 


The success which attended him from 
the beginning of his law practice gave 
him prominence before the public, aud 
in 1887 he was olected to the legislature 
as a Republican from the strong Demo­ 
cratic city of St. Paul. 
The next year 
he was appointed United States district 
attorney, and held that office until 1873, 
when he resigned, having been nomi­ 
nated as Republican candidate for gov­ 
ernor of the state. The circumstances 
leading to his nomination afford a 
striking instance of the power of in­ 
telligent effective < ratory. 
The rail­ 
road corporations of Minnesota had 
been given not only the most generous 
franchises, but had received from the 
state and nation lavish grants of the 
public lands. 
The aggregate was enor­ 
mous. and the fear was entertained 
that 
such 
vast landed monopolies, 
coupled with unregulated power®, car­ 
ried 
with u 
themselves 
a 
serious 
menace to the prosperity of the state. 
Mr. Davis shared this belief, and ia a 
series of addresses so wakened and con­ 
centrated public opiniqp upon the ne­ 
cessity of subjecting these corporations 
to state control that in the following 
year 
he 
was 
elected 
governor 
almost by acclamation. 
Daring his 
administration, 
the 
reforms 
that 
he 
had 
advocated 
having 
been 
made effective, he declined a renomi­ 
nation, and at the close of the term re­ 
turned to the practice of his profession, 
aud to his place at the head of the bar 
of the state. In this he continued, tak­ 
ing no part in politics on personal ae- 


Bt&res senate, 
and m 1893 was re­ 
elected for the 
term which 
he now 
holds. 


The career of Mr. Davis in the senate 
of the United States has confirmed the 
expectations formed upon his abilities 
as a iawyer and as displayed in the 
public positions theretofore held. He 
has risen by rapid steps to the rank of 
a statesman of the higher class. 
His 
first speech in the senate, foroed on him 
against senatorial traditions by the ne­ 
cessities of the case, occurred soon after 
his taking his seat upon the bill for the 
admission of South Dakota as a state in 
the Union. 
The Democratic policy had 
been either to prevent the admission of 
both Dakota®, or, if that failed, toforoe 
their admission as a single state. 
In a 
speech of extraordinary research and 
intense earnestness of delivory, he dem­ 
onstrated by Tiistory, precedent, law 
and justice the fallacy of Democratic 
arguments aud policy, aud gained his 
cause, not only in the senate but in the 
Democratic house. 
His argument was 
unanswerable, and no serious attempt 
was made to answer it, and he had the 
satisfaction of seeing in the admission 
of North and South Dakota as separate 
states the reparation of au injustice 
from which those commonwealths had 
suffered many years, to their serious 
detriment. 


Among the most important service« 
he has been able to render the country, 
and especially the Northwest, has been 
the reform instituted upon his action in 
the application of appropriations for 
government works. 
The case in which 
it was first applied was in the building 
of the mammoth lock aud other im­ 
provements at Sault Ste. Mane, involv­ 
ing several millions of dollars. 
It had 
been the practice since the beginning of 
appropriations for public works to make 
such appropriations for single years, 
and to let separate contracts for each 
appropriation. 
The result of this pol­ 
icy w*as vastly increased cost, most dam­ 
aging delays, and whenever party or 
other necessity curtailed or prevented 
appropriations, a heavy percentage of 
loss for maintenance and repairs. 
it is estimated by experts that of the 
hundreds of millions spent by the gov­ 
ernment on public wtjrks during the 
last 60 years, nearly 20 per cent has 
been wasted on the items last men­ 
tioned. 
The reform proposed by Seu- 
ator Davis, and adopted by congress, 
consisted in making the appropriation

for a proposed work equal to its esti­ 
mated cost, and the lett>ng of contracts 
at the outstart to cover its completion. 
The application of this rule to the works 
at Sault Ste. Marie, it is estimated, will 
hasten their completion by from three 
to five years, and at greatly lessened 
cost. 
This is referred to as an instanoe 
of Senator Davis’ practical statesman­ 
ship. 
His speech on the subject was a 
revelatiou to the senate and the vast 
region interested on the magnitude of 
our internal commerce and the impor­ 
tance of our waterways to its accommo­ 
dation aud development. 


The consideration given to Senator 
Davis on all questions concerning for­ 
eign relations, iu that committee and 
in the senate, is wrell understood. A 
profound publicist as well as a pro­ 
found law'yer, his judgment is habitu­ 
ally sought on matters of grave impor­ 
tance, and the subjects assigned to him 
for consideration and report usually 
involve the more intricate questions of 
international law*. He is peculiarly fitted 
to deal with such questions, for that 
branch of public law has always been 
with him a favorite and absorbing 
■tudy. 
His private library 
contains 
almost everything in that line of legal 
learning in English, French and Ital­ 
ian, which languages are the reposi­ 
tories of whatever is most authoritative 
in international law. 
He has knowl­ 
edge of all these tongues, and he goes, 
therefore, with easy certainty to the 
fountain sources of information. 
It was with an appreciation of his 
special abilities that he was assigned to 
the exposure of the Hawaiian infamy 
before the Unites States senate. 
His 
speech in January, 1894, on that stupid 
crime with which Cleveland initiated 
his second administration, will never 
be forgotten by those who heard or 
have read it. 
It occupied two days in 
de.ivery, and not only from the canons 
of international law, but from their 
own mouths, he convicted the president 
and his ignorantly willing tool of 
offenses against public justice, private 
right and hallowed precedent, and of 
the attempted destruction of the heroio 
deeds and inspirations of our own kith 
and kin. 
His indignation carried him 
into denunciations in which he does 
not often indulge, and sarcasms which 
rarely pass his lips. 
It was an oblitera­ 
tion of Blount, and a blow at Cleve­ 
land, from which he is now 
but 
fortuitously recovering. 
The Tiberiau 
incident of that speech is a gem of 
classic pertinency aud point. 
The Monroe doctrine, which now oc­ 
cupies the public mind, has 
always 
been held by Senator Davis to its ut­ 
most logical limit; aud iu un address 
delivered last April at Minneapolis, he 
gave a historical review of that ques­ 
tion, and of the application of its prin­ 
ciples to the Venezuelan boundary dis­ 
pute, of w’hich the Gluey dispatch to 
Salisbury is nothing more than a para­ 
phrase. 
He is, above all, and to all, 
nations and individuals, an American 
of America. 


No account of Senator Davis’ legis­ 
lative services would be complete which 
failed to record his labors on ttehalf of 
the Union soldier* during the six years 
of his chairmanship of the 
senate 
committee 
on 
pensions. 
It 
is 
in 
the 
committee 
room 
that 
the proof of a legislator’s sinoerity 
and devotion to duty is to be sought. 
The open senate is the place where 
much conscientious speaking is done, 
but it is also the place for pyrotechnic 
oratory, and the public like fire-works. 
But in the committee room legislation 
is digested aud fashioned ready for the 
finishing touch of approval or dissent 
IU the open body. Himself a soldier, 
emerging from Southwestern swamps a 
walking 
skeleton and suffering for 
years from miasmatic poison, he knows 
by bitter experience the hardships of 
army life, aud sympathizes with the 
hundreds of thousands whose age has 
been made miserable by the unrequited 
sufferings of youthful patriotism. 
So, 
the first labor of each day was given to 
his comrades. 
For six years his committee room was 
open at 9 o’clock in the morning, and 
he never left it for the senate chamber 
until the day’s pension business was 
concluded. 
His soldier record, brighter 
than any he was permi^ed to make in 
the field, is found in the thousand" oi 
bills of relief passed for orippled vet­ 


erans whose claims had been rejected 
at th? oension br-eau, and in the benefi­ 
cent dependent pension law, which 
was the work of his hands. 
The pas­ 
sage of this law was secured only after 
a long 
aud 
bitter 
struggle, 
but 
its 
justice 
has 
stood the teat of 
years of trial, 
and 
at 
the 
last 
meeting of th*- Grand Army of the Re­ 
public, at Louisville, received tiie d* 
eided approval of that body. Incidental 
mention may also be made of his re­ 
port on Cleveland’s wholesale veto- 
slaughter of soldier relief bills during 
his first administration; a document 
which 
demonstrated the president’s 


The Debs insurrection is still fresh in 
the minds of all, for it cannot be for- 
gutteu. 
No such interruption to the 
oowmercial pursuits of a great people 
ever occurred in a country not retching 
in the throes of a formally proclaimed 
civil or foreign war. 
Encouraged by 
the sucoeas which had attended their 
operations, the leaders of this move­ 
ment sought leg.slation in congress 
which would give security to their 
further proceedings and absolve the 
participants from responsibility.

Whereupon, by concerted action, hun­ 
dreds of telegrams were showered upon 
senators aud represeutatmes demand­ 
ing their support of the Kyle resolution. 
The reply to this demand by Senator 
Davis was the only one which was in­ 
stant, direct and effective. 
Withm 
half an hour of the receipt of the ouly 
telegram which asked for an answer, 
he sent back one which found its way 
to the public, aud before the day was 
over, people everywhere were reading 
it with admiration. 
The text of that 
answer is as follows: 
“I have received your telegram. 
I 
will not support Senator Kyle’s resolu­ 
tion. 
It is against your own real wel­ 
fare. 
It is also a blow at the security, 
peace and rights of millions of people, 
who never harmed you or your associ­ 
ates. My duty to the constitution and 
laws forbid me to sustain a resolution 
to legalize lawlessness. 
The same duty 
rests upon yourself and your associates. 
The power to regulate commerce among 
the several states is vested by the con 
stitution iu congress. 
Your associates 
have usurped that power by force at 
Hammond and other places, and have 
destroyed commerce between the states 
in these particular instances. 
You are 
rapidly approaching the overt act of 
levying war against the United States, 
and you will find the definition of that 
act in the constitution. 
I trust that 
wiser thoughts will regain control. 
You might as well ask me to vote to 
disolve the government.” 
All who remenber those exciting days 
will recall how this message illumined 
and vivified the darkness and paralysis 
that hung broodingly over the land. It 
was written in no spirit of arrogance, 
but as the kindly, yet firm, counsel of 
one who had spent his best years and 
powers as the steadfast friend of work­ 
ingmen, and by the vast majority of 
those to whom it was addressed, it has 
not been unappreciated or misunder­ 
stood. Its effect was almost marvelous. 
For a week the administration had 
been paltering with it, and it was not 
until the echoes of the universal ap­ 
plause with which 
it was greeted 
reached the White House that the 
power of the government was invoked.

It need 
not be inferred from this that he is a 
reclusive, forbidding man, as scholars

no man is more genial or approachable. 
He has an unctuously enjoyable sense 
of humor, and can well hold his own 
with the wits of any company.

Washington. Jan. 23.—The prom­ 
inence attained by Cushman Kellogg 
Davis of Minnesota, as a senator of the 
United States and as a candidate for 
the presidency, justifies on estimate of 
his qualities and a sketch of his career. 
.senator Davis was born at Header* 
son, Jefferson oounty, N. Y., on tbs 
16th day of June, 1638. He comes of 
Panton stock; tbs tombstone which 
marks the grave ut Plymouth, Mass., of 
Mary Allerton, the last survivor of the 
Pi.grims, and wife of Thomas Cush­ 
man, marks also the resting place of 
his ancestress of the seventh genera­ 
tion. The strains of Mood which coms 
to him through the Cosh mans, Kel­ 
loggs, those of his own surname, and 
allied families, show that the qualities 
w ■ ch have gained him distinction 
are rightfully his by inheritance ss 
we I ss by personal achievement. 
Senator Davis is a New Yorker only 
by birth; in education and experience 
he is of the West, for his father re­ 
moved to Wisconsin Territory during 
the first year a i his life. His educa­ 
tion, begun in a country log school 
house, of Waukesha oounty, was con­ 
tinued st an academy, for which he 
furnished a part of the expense by work 
as a telegraph operator, and supple­ 
mented by three years at Carroll col­ 
lege, Waukesha, and (me year in the 
senior class of the University of Michi­ 
gan, from which institution he graduated 
in 1857. Choosing then the profession 
of law, he studied with Alexander W. 
Randall, the war governor of Wiscon­ 
sin, and commenced practice in that 
state in 1860. The stirring events of 
that time, however, were not favorable 
to the studious pursuit of his new pro­ 
fession, and politics engrossed him more 
than law. Hts father was of Md Whig 
stock, mid Thurlow Weed's Albany 
Evening Journal was in his home next 
in authority to the family Bible. 
The transposition from the Whig to 
the new-born Republican party was 
natural and easy, and in the case of 
young Davis it was hastened and made 
imperative by the influence of a man of 
remarkable impressiveness and power. 
It was his fortune to make the ac­ 
quaintance of Theodore Parker, and, 
while from his Puritanic training, the 
theological tenets of the latitudinarian 
seemed rank heresy, he was enthralled 
by that great man's hobitnsl dwelling 
in the higher regions of thought, by his 
c le a r visious of justice, and by his all- 
prevaiding, broad humanity. 


So, when t he impending oonfliet be­ 
tween the North and the Sonth In­ 
volved not merely the preeervation of 
the Union, but the settlement of the 
most momentous moral question et 
submitted to the decision of a Chris­ 
tian people, the young lawyer threw 
aside his briefs, and, following his con­ 
science, engaged in the controversy 
with every force of an ardent nature. 
He was found to have a rare facility of 
pnblio speech, and in the early days 
of the civil war his voioe was heard 
among the elders, advocating the in tag 
rtty of the Union, the changeless rights 
of man, and in stimulating enlistments 
for the maintainance of both. 
He 
could not, however, long remain talk­ 
ing at home, when his youth ul com­ 
rades were rushing to the field, and in 
1862 he enlisted and became first lieu­ 
tenant of Company B, Twenty-eighth 
regiment, Wisconsin volunteer infan­ 
try. With the Army of the Tennessee 
he participated in the Vicksburg and 
other campaigns, until, after the two 
years’ servioe in the malarial districts 
of the Southwest, he was attacked with 
army fever, and was forced to resign.

Not Always the Case. 
A saloonkeeper at Wells, Minnesota, 
bas issaed the following card to the 
public: 
“To whom it may concern: 
Know 
ye, that by the payment of $500 I nm 
permitted toretaifintoxicating liquors 
in this city. To the wife who has a 
drunkard for a husband, or a friend 
who is unfortunately dissipated, I say, 
emphatically, give me notice in per­ 
son of soch case or eases in which yon 
are interested, and such will be ex 
eluded from my place. Let mothers, 
fathers, sisters and brothers do like­ 
wise, and their request shall be re­ 
garded. I pay a heavy tax for the 
privilege of selling whisky and other 
liquors, and I want it distinctly under­ 
stood that I do not desire to sell to 
drunkards or minors, or to (he poor 
or destitute. I mach prefer that they 
save their money and pot it where it 
will do the most good to their families. 
There are gentlemen of honor and 
men of money who can afford it, and 
it is with those that I desire to 
trode.” 


What a Norse is Worth. 
A oonoern in Philadelphia mak*-s a 
profit of $24 on the caroa* of e v e r y 
horse, says on exchange. In the first 
place the hide is valuable, and the 
leathei known as cordovan if- 
ta k e * , 
from the skin over the rump. 
The 
other leather is soft, and is us*«d 
mostly for slippers and heavy driv 
mg gloves. The hair from the tail 
and mane is made into hair cloth, 
and the short hair is 'ised in stuffing 
cushions and horse collars 
From 
the boof oil is extracted and the 
horny substance it sold to comb man­ 
ufacturers. The leg bones are used 
for knife handles. The ribs mid head 
are burned to make boneblack, after 
the glue boa been extracted. 
By 
various prooaroea, phosphorus, car­ 
bonate of ammonia, cyanide of potas­ 
sium, and prusic acid are obtained, 
sud sometimes the meat is conned 
and shipped to Europe. 


Lieutenant Davis went to Minnesota 
in the late autumn of 1864. He had 
visited various places in pursuit of 
health, and finally went there as a last 
resort. When he entered the army he 
was a strong and stalwart young man; 
when he landed at St. Paul he feebly 
tipped the scales at 97 pounds. It re­ 
quired from two to three years to re­ 
store his health sufficiently to enable 
him to engage in professional practice, 
but with health came the opportunity, 
which rarely fails to wait on genius, in 
the murder case of Van Solon. This 
case, since become a leading one in 
Northwestern criminal annals, was car­ 
ried through two trials, of disagreement 
and acquittal, and it established his 
reputation. Thenceforward to the pres­ 
ent his practice has been limited only 
by considerations of physical ability 
pw.1 the conflicting demands of pnblio 
duty. 
For many years no capital case was 
tried in Minnesota or the Dakotas with­ 
out his connection as the leading coun­ 
sel for the defense. His sympathetic na­ 
ture made him the natural defender at 
the accused, and it is a rare tribute to 
that quality and to his legal acumen 
that no client of this class ever suffered 
conviction. This sympathetic nature 
also made him the recognised attorney 
for those who had suffered wrongs and 
injuries from railroad and other cor­ 
porations; and of the thousands of these 
cases in which he has been employed 
during nearly 30 years of practice, he 
always appeared on behalf of the in­ 
jured complainant, often without feel, 
and never on the side of the corpora­ 
tion. He became so generally known 
as the people’s lawyer and was so suc­ 
cessful. that the corporations sought to 
engage him by yearly retainers, which 
were 
uniformly 
declined. Hie has 
fought for corporations against corpora­ 
tions, but to the people his services 
were at command whenever corporate 
oppression was to be attacked and cor­ 
porate wrongs redressed. 


The success which attended him from 
the beginning of his law practice gave 
him prominence before the public, and 
in 1867 he was elected to the legislature 
as a Republican from the strong Demo­ 
cratic city of St. Paul. The next year 
he was appointed United States district 
attorney, and held that office until 1873, 
when he resigned, having been nomi­ 
nated as Republican candidate for gov­ 
ernor of the state. The circumstances 
leading to his nomination afford a 
striking instance of the power of in­ 
telligent effective oratory. The rail­ 
road corporations of Minnesota had 
been given not only the most generous 
franchises, bnt had received from the 
state and nation lavish grants of the 
public lands. The aggregate was enor­ 
mous, and the fear was entertained 
font such vast landed monopolies, 
coupled with unregulated powers, car­ 
ried with'n 
themselves a serious 
menace to the prosperity of the state. 
Mr. Davis shared this belief, and la a 
series of addresses so wakened and con­ 
centrated public opiniqp upon tho ne­ 
cessity of subjecting these corporations 
to state control that in the following 
year 
he 
was 
elected 
governor 
almost by acclamation. 
During his 
administration, the 
reforms 
that 
be . had 
advocated 
having 
been 
made effective, be declined a renomi­ 
nation, and at the close of the term re­ 
turned to the practice of his profession, 
and to his place at the head of the bar 
of the state. In this he con tinned, tak­ 
ing no part in politics on personal ac­ 
count, but lending his aid in all polit­ 
ical campaigns, until, in 1887, follow­ 
ing a unanimous caucus nomination by 
his carty, he waq elected to the United 


The career of Mr. Davis in the 
cf the United States has confirmed the 
expectations formed upon his abilities 
as a lawyer and as displayed in th# 
public positions theretofore held. i He 
has risen by rapid steps to the lank of 
a statesman of the higher class. I His 
first speech in the senate, forced on 
against senatorial traditions by 
cessitiss of the esse, occurred soon 
his taking his seat upon the bill for the 
admission of Sonth Dakota as a stats in 
the Union. The Democratic policy had 
been either to prevent the adunation of 
both Dakotas, or, if that failed, to fores 
their admission as a single state. In 
speech of extraordinary research and 
intense earnestness of delivery, he dam 
onstrated by history, precedent, law 
and justice the fallacy of Democratic 
arguments and policy, and gained his 
cause, not only in the senate bnt in the 
Democratic house. His argument was 
unanswerable, and no serious attempt 
was made to answer it, and he had the 
satisfaction of seeing in the admission 
of North and Sonth Dakota as separate 
states the reparation of an injustice 
from which those commonwealths had 
suffered many years, to their serious 
detriment 
___ 


Among the most important services 
he has been able to render the country, 
and especially the Northwest, has been 
the reform instituted upon hie action in 
the application of appropriations for 
government works. The case in whioh 
it wee first applied wae in the building 
of the mammoth lock and other im­ 
provements at Sault Ste. Marie, involv­ 
ing several millions of dollars. It had 
been the practice since the beginning of 
appropriations for public works to make 
such appropriations for single years, 
and to let separate contracts for each 
appropriation. The result of this pol­ 
icy was vastly increased cost, most dam­ 
aging delays, and whenever party or 
other necessity curtailed or prevented 
appropriations, a heavy percentage of 
loos for maintenance and repairs. 
It is estimated by experts that of the 
hundreds of millions spent by the gov­ 
ernment on public warks during the 
last OO years, nearly 20 per cent has 
been wasted on the items last men­ 
tioned. The reform propoeed by Sen­ 
ator Davis, and adopted by congress, 
consisted in making the appropriation 


for a proposed work equal to its esti­ 
mated o a s t, end the letting of contracts 
at the outstare to cover its completion. 
The application of this nile to the works 
at Sault Ste. Marie, it is estimated, will 
hasten their completion by from three 
lo five years, and al greatly la 
cost. This is referred to sa an instanoe 
of Senator Davis' practical statesman­ 
ship. His speech on the subject was a 
revelation to the senate and the vast 
region interested on the magnitude of 
our internal commerce and the impor­ 
tance of ow waterways to its accommo­ 
dation and development 


The consideration given to Senator 
Davis on all questions concerning for* 
sign relations, in that committee and 
in the senate, is well understood. A 
profound publicist as well as a pro­ 
found lawyer, his judgment Is habitu­ 
ally sought on matters of grave impor­ 
tance, and the subjects assigned to him 
for consideration and report usually 
involve the more intricate questions of 
international law. He is peculiarly fitted 
to deal with such questions, for that 
branch of public law has always been 
with him a favorite and absorbing 
study. His private library contains 
almost everything in that line of legal 
learning in English, French and Ital­ 
ian, which languages are the reposi­ 
tories of whatever is most authoritative 
in international law. He has knowl­ 
edge of all these tongues, and he goes, 
therefore, with easy certainty to the 
fountain sources of information. 
It was with an appreciation of his 
special abilities that he was assigned to 
the exposure of the Hawaiian infamy 
before the Unites States senate. His 
speech in Jan nary, 1894, on that stupid 
crime with which Cleveland initiated 
his second administration, will never 
be forgotten by those who heard or 
have read it. It occupied two days in 
delivery, and not only from the canons 
of international law, bnt from their 
own months, he convicted the president 
and his ignorantly willing tool of 
offenses against public justice, private 
right and hallowed precedent, and of 
the attempted destruction of the heroic 
deeds and inspirations of our own kith 
and kin. His indignation carried him 
into denunciations in which he does 
not often indulge, and sarcasms whioh 
rarely pass his lips. It was an oblitera­ 
tion of Bloant, and a blow at Cleve­ 
land, from which he is now 
bnt 
fortuitously recovering. The Tiberian 
incident of that speech is a gem of 
classic pertinency and point. 
The Monroe doctrine, which now oc­ 
cupies the pnblio mind, has alway* 
been held by Senator Davis to its ut­ 
most logical limit; and in an address 
delivered last April at Minneapolis, he 
gave a historical review of that ques­ 
tion, and of the application of its prin­ 
ciples to the Venezuelan boundary dis­ 
pute, of which the Olney dispatch to 
Salisbury is nothing more than a para­ 
phrase. He is, above all, gad to all, 
nations and individuals, an American 
of America. 
___ 


No aooount of Senator Davis’ legis­ 
lative services would be complete whioh 
foiled to reoord his labors on behalf of 
tho Union soldiers daring the six years 
of his chairmanship of the senate 
committee 
on 
pensions. 
It 
is 
in 
the 
committee 
room 
that 
the proof of a legislator's sincerity 
and devotion to doty is to be sought. 
The open senate is the place where 
mach conscientious speaking is done, 
bat it is also the place for pyrotechnic 
oratory, and the public like fire-works. 
Bat in the committee room legislation 
is digested and fashioned ready for the 
finishing touch of approval or dissent 
fo the open body. Himself a soldier, 
emerging from Southwestern swamps a 
walking skeleton and suffering for 
years from miasmatic poison, he knows 
by bitter experience the hardships of 
army life, and sympathizes with the 
hundreds of thousands whose age has 
been made miserable by the unrequited 
sufferings af youthful patriotism. So, 
the first labor of each day was given to 
his comrades. 
For six years his committee room was 
open at 9 o’clock in the morning, and 
he never left it Im the senate chamber 
until the day's pension business was 
oofic! affied. His soldier reoord, brighter 
than any he was pttEiltiad to make in 
the field, is found in the thousands a1 
bills of relief passed tor stippled vet­ 
erans whose claims had been rejected 
at th? pension br~eaa, and in the benefi­ 
cent dependent pennon law, which 
was the work of his hand*. Tbs pas­ 
sage of this law was secured only ofter 
a long and 
bitter straggle, 
bat 
its justice hoe stood the teat of 
years of trial, 
and 
at 
the lost 
meeting of the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public, at Louisville, received the de­ 
cided approval of that body. Incidental 
mention may also be made of his re* 
port on Cleveland’s wholesale roto- 
slanghter of soldier relief bills during 
his first administration; a document 
which demonstrated the president's 


hostility and dnpl oity, and which 
oealt with forceful ability on the obsess 
cf the veto power. This report 
circulated during the first Harrison 
campaign with telling effect. 


The Dribs insurrection is still fresh in 
the minds of all, for it cannot ba for­ 
gotten. No such interruption to the 
commercial pursuits of a great people 
ever occurred in a country not retching 
in the throes of a formally proclaimed 
civil or foreign war. Encouraged by 
the success which had attended their 
operations, the leaders of this move­ 
ment sought legislation in congress 
which woald give security to their 
farther proceedings and absolve the 
participants from responsibility. They 
had induced 
a 
senator 
to 
pre­ 
sent 
and 
urge 
a 
resolution 
which 
granted 
this 
immunity. 
Whereupon, by concerted action, hun­ 
dreds of telegrams were showered upon 
senators and representatinss demand­ 
ing their support of the Kyle resolution. 
Hie reply to this demand by Senator 
Davis was the only one whioh was in­ 
stant, direct and effective. 
Within 
half on hoar of the reoeipt of the only 
telegram which asked for an answer, 
he sent back one which found ita way 
to th* public, and before the day was 
over, people everywhere were reading 
it with admiration. The text of that 
answer is as follows: 
“I have received yonr telegram. I 
will not support Senator Kyle's resolu­ 
tion. It is against your own real wel­ 
fare. It is also a blow at the security, 
peace and rights of millions of people, 
who never harmed yon or yonr associ­ 
ates. My doty to the constitution and 
laws forbid me to sustain a resolution 
to legalize lawlessness. The same doty 
rests upon yourself and your associates. 
The power to regulate commerce among 
the several states is vested by the con 
stitution in congress. Your associates 
have usurped that power by force at 
Hammond and other places, and have 
destroyed commerce between the states 
in these particular instances. Yon are 
rapidly approaching the overt act 
levying war against the United States, 
and yon will find the definition of that 
act in the constitution. I trust that 
wiser thoughts will regain oontroL 
Yon might as well ask me to vote to 
disolvs the government." 
All who remenber those exciting days 
will recall how this message illumined 
and vivified the darkness and paralysis 
that hung broodingly over the land. It 
was written in no spirit of arrogance, 
bot as the kindly, yet firm, counsel of 
one who had spent his best years and 
powers as the steadfast friend of work 
ingmen, and by the vast majority of 
those to whom it was addressed, it hoe 
not been unappreciated or ntisnndsr* 
stood. Its effect was almost marvelous. 
For a week the administration Ii 
been paltering with it, and it was not 
until the Cohoes of the ani venal ap­ 
plause with which it was greeted 
reached the White House tin t the 
power of the government was invoked. 


The oratory at Senator Danis is char­ 
acterized by gravity and intensity, and 
is the farthest possible removed from 
the sonorous, orotund, gestnlative style 
known here and the world over 
American spread-eagleism. He never 
loosens the national bird from her 
perch simply to hear her scream and 
witness the flapping of her wings to­ 
ward the empyrean. But while oat of 
a full vocabulary he writes better than 
most scholars, he speaks better than he 
writes. 
His truest measure can be 
taken when he speaks extemporaneous­ 
ly on a subject of breadth and impor­ 
tance. Then he displays his ablest 
powers and compels attention. He is 
never heard in frivolous debate, and for 
this reason he is one of the few se 
store who never talks to vacant seats in 
the senate chamber.

VERDICT FOR MINNESOTA. 


Pecallav Pine Land Deal 
F laall? 
Disposed Of. 
Minneapolis, Jan. 28.—The State of 
Minnesota won a great victory in the 
pine land inx'estigation in the district 
court of Hennepin county, where the 
case of the state against the Shevelin- 
Carpenter company xvas tried before 
Judge Seagrove Smith aud jury. The 
jury returned a verdict in favor of the 
state of $9,211.87, which is $4.05 per 
thousand feet for the lumber which it 
was claimed had been taken, together 
with interest. 
The case has been in 
the courts some time, and is the only 
pine laud case tried at Minneapolis. 
The action was brought to recoxrer in 
replevin 2,134,000 feet of pine logs 
which it was claimed were taken by 
the defendants from section 36, town 
44, range 19, Pine county. It was set 
up in the complaint of the state that 
the defendants cut these logs in the 
winter of 1893 and 1894 and shipped 
them by fail to Minneapolis to their 
mill. The pine land investigating com­ 
mittee found that the pine on the sec­ 
tion mentioned had been sold by the 
state auditor to Samuel Matthews of 
Stillwater for $4.05 per thousand feet, 
the sale being made at public auction 
in September, 1890. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—In the senate

POTATO OMO W INO. 


A JU 
M eth o d • ( F e ta to R a is in g D e­ 
s e r t fee*. 
▲ Mend In the far South calls my at­ 
tention to a new method of raising po­ 
tatoes, which, according to a report in 
the Horticultural Gleaner, la practiced 
by a Mr. Ford of Texas. To tell the 
truth, I hardly know what to think of 
this new plan. 
Mr. Ford manures 
heavily with cottonseed and cow ma­ 
nure, and also irrigates a little, and 
claims to be able to raise six crops In 
a year, and heavy yields in each crop. 
“The secret of my potato growing,” he 
says, “la that I grow the potatoes be­ 
fore I plant them, and dig the pota­ 
toes I plant.” A crop Is made in from 
four to six weeks. Triumph, the great 
early potato for the South, Is the first 
choice; Early Rose Is twenty days 
later. The new scheme is as follows: 
The seed potatoes are put in old bar­ 
rels or small boxes, and stored in the 
“sprouting room.” This la done about 
six weeks before time for planting 
thorn out in the open ground. The 
“sprouting room” is kept warm, if 
necessary, by means of a stove or 
oven. The potatoes soon begiu to 
sprout, and in from four to six. weeks 
the young potatoes will be the size of 
peas, or of the right size for planting. 
The barrels or boxes are then knocked 
to pieces, and then contain a mass of 
roots and sprouts and myriads of little 
new potatoes. 
The numerous roots 
hold the whole mass together. This 
seed is carted to the field, and in 
planting, a handful of the mass is 
broken off and dropped in the furrow, 
and another handful eighteen inches 
from the first, etc. There should be 
not more than forty nor less than 
twenty of these little potatoes to the 
handful planted in eaeh place. 
If 
there is enough rain, Mr. Ford says, 
every one of them will make a fine, 
large potato. But It takes manure to 
grow them, and after rains he puta on 
liquid manure In addition to the ma­ 
nure already In the soil. The manur­ 
ing governs the yield. 
It will not be necessary to refer here 
to other details of this novel plan. 
That potatoes can be started under 
glass and successfully transplanted to 
the open ground, even after they have 
already produced little sets, I have re­ 
peatedly dem onstrated In m y own 
practice, and it may be possible to 
grow extra early potatoes in a manner j 
somewhat on this plan. At any rate. 
I shall make an earnest attem pt to do 
It the coming season.—T. Greiner in 
Farm and Fireside. 


M itten 4-feet poles, 6 laches la diame­ 
ter, and 29 seven-feet poles, 6 inches 
la diameter, for tho roof.

Microbe Form Inn. 
The mystery of nitrification is now 
so well known th at any farmer can 
understand it. Plants live on nitrogen, 
but apparently have no power to take 
It, either from the air or the soil. Here 
the nltrogen-bacteria get In their work. 
These microbes, like atomic sponges, 
take in the nitrogen from the soil aud 
the air, and transform it into nitric 
acid, in which form the plant can con­ 
sume it. A soil may lie destitute of 
nitrogen, and need both that and the 
microbes, or it may lack only the mi­ 
crobes. in which case a supply of them 
renders the field immediately fertile. 
Stable manure lias little nitrogen, but 
swarm s with the germs of microbes. 
Add to a field where clover seed will 
pot “catch" a light dressing of soil 
from a plot where clover thrives to 
perfection, and a catch of clover seed 
is almost sure to result. W hy? Be­ 
cause tho soil added is full of the 
germs of microbes that enable the 
young clover plant to avail itself of 
the nitrogen in ground aud air.—Gr­ 
ange Judd Farmer.

The most inexcusable of all w aste­ 
ful, negligent habits on the part of the 
average farm er is the m atter of dis­ 
posing of the manure which accumu­ 
lates about the barn aud stables. It 
must be taken care of aud hauled out 
to the fields aud pastures, sooner or 
later; then why not do it before its 
most valuable fertilizing properties are 
lost ? Prom pt attention to this m atter 
not only promotes ccm fort and gives 
nu appearance of cleanliness and thrift 
but the gain in the average farm will 
be sullideut every year to pay the 
wages of a good extra farm hand the 
year round. It is not worth one-half 
as much when left to leach and waste 
around the stable as it would be lf 
hauled while fresh upon the fields. On 
most farm s the winter presents the 
uiost economic time for liauling ma­ 
nure, and tile pleasant days of w inter 
can lie put to no better use. The roads 
are good, the teams unemployed, and 
the farm er himself has plenty of tima 
for his work.—Denver Field and Farm .

If you have not hitherto kept ac­ 
counts .showing the income and ex­ 
penditures from the farm, commence 
a t once to do so. Place a fair value 
on all that is ui>on the farm on the 
1st of January, and enter these items 
in a book, and then keep an accurate 
record of all you spend upon and re­ 
ceive from the farm. Open an ac­ 
count with each crop and with your 
live stock and thus know exactly w hat 
eaeh costs. Tills will enable you to 
know a t w hat price everything must 
sell to leave a profit. la this way the 
small leaks are detected and can be 
stopped.

Let us reduce our dependence on 
money to the lowest practicable iwint. 
Especially do I adviso this, and prac­ 
tice it in the far Southwest for several 
reasons. Our reasons are somewhat 
fickle, and it is not safe to depend on 
one or even a few crops. 
The past season wheat, rye, oats aud 
barley were failures, yet corn was 
good, and Kaffir corn, sorghum, millet, 
sweet potatoes, turnips, etc., were the 
best we ever raised. 
lf we had been specialists for tile 
first-named crops, failure would have 
been the result; but diversity being 
practical, there is enough to tide over 
until another year.—J. M. Rice, in 
Farm , Field and Fireside.

F e e iln g M arket Garden*. 
The old idea that fertilizers were not 
adapted to m arket gardening was long 
ago exploded by the practical experi­ 
ence of the b’g m arket gardeners near 
our large cities and by the truck fan n ­ 
ers in the South. Cabbage, celery, let­ 
tuce, spinach and sim ilar leafy vegeta­ 
bles depend for quality upon quick 
growth, and it results only from plen­ 
ty of soluble plant food in the soil. 
“A slow growth is usually tougli, dull 
and rusty, while a quick growth is ten­ 
der, bright and crisp.” Only by filling 
the soil w ith decomposed stable ma- 
-nure in excess of w hat the crops need, 
can the needed supply of available 
plant food be obtained from manure. 
Usually it is cheaper and more satis­ 
factory to feed these m arket garden 
crops with fertilizers than to buy 
horse manure s t high prices and haul 
or ship It long distances.—Orange Judd 
Farm er. 


Unnwlae Application of Manure 
It is easy to apply manure so th at it 
will do harm in a country of moderate 
rainfall. It would be easily possible 
to apply it to lands where its presence 
would ruin certain crops through ex­ 
cessive growth. But there is no soil 
in all the Northwest that is too rich to 
grow certain other crops. And It is 
certainly a cardinal principle to adapt 
the crop to the capabilities of soil pro­ 
duction. To do otherwise would be 
about as wise as to look for apples on 
a wild plum tree. Soils may be easily 
made too rich to grow wheat and other 
cereals in good fora), but where In all 
the Northwest can soils be found too 
rich to grow flax, mangels, potatoes,

Every farm er should have an aspar­ 
agus bed. Buy two-year-old roots from 
the seedsman. Plant them, in early 
spring, in ground as rich as it can be 
made, and yet be ground, and not a 
manure pile. Set the plants 2x2 feet 
for garden culture, w ith the crowns 
teu inches below the surface. Keep 
the weeds down, give occasional dress­ 
ings of salt. Do not let the tops go to 
seed, and it will be ready for cutting 
te next year, lf willing to w ait long 
enough for edible results, the plants 
may be raised from the seed. 


M a s t I n W h e a t . 
One of the farmers’ bulletins issued 
by the American department of agri­ 
culture recommends the copper sul­ 
phate treatment as the best for pre­ 
venting rust in w heat 
The wheat 
should be steeped tor twelve boars in 
a solution made by desolving I pound 
of commercial sulphate of copper, or 
“bluestone,” In 24 gallons of water, 
and then patting the seed for 5 or IO 
minutes Into lime water made by 
staking I pound of good lime in IO gal­ 
lons o f water. The lime preserves the 
seed from injury. The grain should 
be spread out to dry immediately, and 
stirred frequently to keep it from 
spoiling. The seed should be handled 
only with clean tools, and pat into 
sacks which have been disinfected by 
bring boiled for 15 minutes. Other­ 
wise the grain may catch infection 
again. If It to to be sown broadcast It 
need not be so dry as In the case of 
drilling.

If it is over-production that Influ­ 
ences prices ,there must be an Im­ 
mense crop of everything this season.

A farm without a garden is just as 
much of a misfit as It would be lf veg­ 
etables had not been so abundant and 
cheap last year.

It is claimed, although the 
commission voted for H astings in the 
first place .flint they did this only to 
determine the general location of a 
hospital, and that they never selected 
a definite site near Hastings, and 
when the commission reconsidered the 
m atter it simply changed the general 
location from H astings to Anoka, and 
afterw ards voted to purchase for the 
state a definite and specific site near 
Anoka. 
Commissioner Holier, who was the 
member who changed his vote, states 
in his affidavit that after the resolu­ 
tion was carried. Smith stated that he 
could not understand how a commis­ 
sioner could change his vote, and that 
he thought It was illegal. Hr. Hoper 
states that he replied as follows, in­ 
stead of as stated in the complaint: 
“At the meeting in St. Faut I voted 
for Hastings. I ain now convinced 
that the best interests of the state 
will be served by locating the fourth 
hospital north of the Twin Cities, and 
in so voting I am representing the sen­ 
timent of my district.” He also adds 
In his affidavit that he 'produced for 
the commission the petitions which he 
received. They are attached to the 
affidavit, are very voluminous, and 
contain the names of the most promi­ 
nent citizens of the Seventh district. 
The commission .in its answer, sets 
forth the different propositions by 
which sites were offcied. It appears 
that four were offered near Anoka, 
two near H astings .one near Jordan, 
one near Delano and several others. 
A noka’* Answer. 
The answ er of the city of Anoka was 
lerved upon the various parties to the 
Bction and filed in the clerk of tile 
court’s office, at St. Paul, by G. II. 
Wyman, city attorney of Anoka. 
A fter recounting 
the

which the commission was organized, 
the bids are narrated, and then the an- 
iw er charges Dr. Smith with trying to 
make a deal with Cliaska. agreeing to 
rote for the site near Chaska, provided 
the citizens would agree to douate the 
turn of $15,000, which they would re­ 
ceive from the state, toward it hospital 
for the acute insane, to lie located In 
the midway district, between St. Paul 
rad Minneapolis. Which the citizens 
af Chaska declined to do. 
They also charge that Hastings In-.j 
eluded IOO acres iu the plat subm itted 
to the commission which were not in­ 
cluded In the written offer, and that 
the memliers of the commission were 
misled and deceived by the plat and 
did not discover the discrepancy be­ 
tween the plat and written offer until 
after the 20th of December. 
D r . t a l t h ' a B r p l y . 
Dr. Smith made the following state­ 
ment in respect to tile visit to Chaska: 
“I have not seen Hie statem ent which 
has been made by Anoka in regard to 
my visit to Chaska. I made no propo­ 
sition to Chaska in regard to my vote, 
but did make a tentative proposition 
looking to a selection of Chaska by 
the commission, in case a division of 
the hospital into two parts could tie 
made and the acate ward be located 
between the two cities contiguous to 
the state university. Of course, there 
were legal questions involved which 
must first have been settled—and then 
Chaska could not have given the com­ 
mission authority to use the $15,000 in 
that way. The $15,000 was already at 
the disposal of the commission. The 
point was made th at Chaska m ast 
agree not to fight such an arrange­ 
ment as the division of the hospital, if 
the commission should agree to it. 
I had already laid a basis for such 
a division in a resolution embodied in 
the advertisem ent, saying that the 640 
acres required should be either in one 
body of land or in tracts conveniently 
located, or words to that effect. I do 
not know Just w hat use is made of this 
incident in the answ er of Anoka. At 
ill events, transactions of doubtftd na­ 
ture are not usually carried on a t a 
town meeting. This was practically 
st a town meeting. I have had no 
transactions with Chaska or any other 
parties th at might not have been car­ 
ried on at a town meeting. 
“There was neither disposition nor 
effort to conceal this m atter from the 
commission, as it was done before the 
torn mission w ent there and as a basis 
to its possible action. At that time I 
supposed the members of the coinmis- 
ion were all anxious, or a t least, wiH- 
ag to locate the hospital, or any part 
t it, between the cities.

AMATEUR MASSAGE. 


T b* D iff e r *a t 
M o ve m e n t * o f t he 
H o n d a 
a n d W ha t T he y A r e F o r . 
The benefits of m a ssa ge are no 
well known tha t it is needless to re­ 
count them, and no ill person should 
be denied the invigora ting effects of 
“ the lay ing on of ha nds.’’ 
Many 
persons are kept from the cura tive 
effects of m assage by the thought of 
ex pense, skilled m a sseuses receiv­ 
ing high wages. To enable the hom e 
a ttenda nt or friend in som e degree 
to ta ke her jHace is the aim of this 
article. 
The skillod m a sseuse m ust know 
the body , w ith tho location of nerves 
and m uscles, tha t he or she may be 
able to give such as need it special 
treatm ent. 
Massage supplies to the feeble the 
ex ercise they are unable to obtain 
otherw ise and includes a series of 
m ovem ents of lim bs, fingers and 
toes, as w ell as the strokes of tho 
m a sseuse’s 
hands. 
These, 
som e­ 
w ha t violent, should not be tried 
w ithout the a dvioeof the phy sician, 
and no direction for their use is in- 
oluded in this article. 
The strokes given in m a ssa ge are 
for restfulness or for the purjHise of 
rousing blood vessels and othor or­ 
ga ns to a ction and m ay be light or 
hard, the sa m e va riety of stroke bo- 
ing varied to suit the patient. 
No 
rule can bo given for this, as judg­ 
m ent is som ething given only by na­ 
ture and ex perience. 
Massage m ust never be given to 
wea ry , and the m a sseuse should 
ha ve a hand firm, but soft, flex ible, 
sensitive and strong. Even an a m a­ 
teur may ha ve this kind of hand, 
and praotioe w ill m ake it full of 
hea ling to the sick. 
The m a sseuse m ust stand or sit in 
a position oomfortable for herself, or 
otherw ise she w ill be unable to give 
com fort. 
It is the rule to rub the 
lim bs toward the body . 
Boginning 
at tip of fingers, rub w ith stoady 
stroke toward the shoulder, va ry ing 
the force according to the wish of I 
tho patient, and covering tho whole 
arm. 
Sta rting with the toes, rub 
toward the thighs. 
The rubbing of 
the abdomen is in a circular course, j 
On the hack it follow s tho course of 
the backbone and m ust ha ve som e 
force to i t 
W ith a ll the m otions, in a general 
trea tm ent the a rm s are taken first, j 
thon legs, chest, abdomen, back— 
from one end to tho other of the 
spine. 
Rubbing w ith the flat hand is tho 
ordina ry m ethod known to every 
one. There is also rubbing w ith the 
tips of the fingers, which is very 
soothing w hen done lightly and of­ 
ten induces sleep whon practiced on 
the head and wrists. 
An invigora ting motion is given 
by resting the base of the hand on 
arm or body , pla cing tips of fingers 
firm ly on the skin and drawing to­ 
ward the base of hand, working in 
this manner from wrist to shoulder 
and from foot to thigh. The hand is 
never flat when doing this, but bent 
to givo purchase to the action of 
the fingers. 
It w ill be found tha t tho motion 
of knea ding the flesh, which is a l­ 
m ost precisely tha t of kneading 
bread, w ill givo both stim ulus and a 
restful sensa tion to the invalid. On 
the lim bs this is taken from side to 
side, not up and down, as the former, 
but like it in tha t it sta rts a t the 
w rists and ankles, working upward. 
Last of all, and often om itted savo 
in ea ses of sluggish 
circulation, 
com es percussion, which is slapping 
the entire body from hand to shoul­ 
der, from foot upward, the head be­ 
ing om itted. This m ay be done with 
the entire band fiat, or w ith it bent 
so tha t only the fingers, thum b and 
base of hand touch the flesh, and 
m ust be done ca refully , os even gen­ 
tle blow s on tender surfa ces are of­ 
ten not beneficial. 
Practioo w ill m ake these hints 
plain and enable a ny one w ith a 
sound body and sy m pa tbetio na ture 
to aid in curing the sick or in m a k­ 
ing 
thoir sufferings moro ea sily 
borne, and there are m a ny women 
and children who w ill ta ke m a ssa ge 
from those they love who w ill not 
tako it from a moro skilled m a sseuse 
who is a stranger. 
These notes are 
w ritten to thoso who long to help 
others, and who know nothing of 
m a ssage sa ve rubbing, which soon 
wea ries both persons 
concerned. 
By using thoso four m otions a be­ 
ginner can give an hour’s m assa ge 
w ithout becom ing grea tly fatigued, 
and their benefit is marked to the 
sufferer.—New York Ledger.

The skilled masseuse must know 
Hie body, with the location of nerv 
and muscles, that he or she may be 
able to give ouch aa need it special 
treatment 
Manas ga supplies to the feeble the 
exercise they are unable to obtain 
otherwise and includes a series of 
movements of limbs, fingers and 
toes, as well ae the strokes of the 
masseuse's honda. 
These, some­ 
what violent should not be tried 
without the adv toe of the physician, 
and no direction for their use is in- f 
eluded In this article.

The strokes given in massage are 
for restfulness or for tho purpose of 
rousing blood vessels and other or­ 
gans to notion and may be light or 
hard, tho same variety of stroke bo­ 
ing varied to suit tho patient 
No 
rule oan be given for^this, as judg­ 
ment ie something given only by na­ 
ture and experience. 
Massage moat never be given to 
weary, and the masseuse should 
have a band firm, but soft flexible, 
sensitive and strong. Even an ama­ 
teur may have tbte kind of band, 
and practice will make it full of 
bealing to the aiok. 
The masseuse must stand or ait in 
a position comfortable for herself, or 
otherwise she will be unable to give 
comfort It is tbs nile to rub the 
limbs toward the body. Beginning 
at tip of fingers, rub with steady 
atroka toward the shoulder, varying 
the force according to the wish of 
the patient end covering the whole 
arm. Starting with the toes, rub 
toward the thighs. The rubbing of 
the abdomen la in a circular course. 
On the book it follows the course of 
the backbone and must have some 
force to it 
With all the motions, in a general 
treatment the arms ore token first 
then legs, chest abdomen, back— 
from one end to the other of the 
spine. 
Rubbing with the flat band is the 
ordinary method known to every 
one. There is also rubbing with the 
tips of the fingers, which is very 
soothing when done lightly and of­ 
ten induces sleep when practiced on 
the bead and wrists. 
An invigorating motion is given 
by meting the bose of the bandon 
arm or body, placing tips of fingers 
firmly on the skin and drawing to­ 
ward the base of hand, working in 
this manner from wrist to shoulder 
and from foot to thigh. The hand is 
never flat when doing this, hut bent 
to give purchase to the action of 
the fingers. 
It will he found that the motion 
of kneading the flesh, which is al­ 
most precisely that of kneading 
bread, will give both stimulus and a 
restful sensation to the invalid. On 
the limbs this is taken from side to 
side, not up and down, as the former, 
hut like it in that it starts at the 
wrists and ankles, working upward. 
Lost of all, and often omitted save 
in oases of sluggish circulation, 
comes percussion, whiob is slapping 
the entire body from hand to shoul­ 
der, from foot upward, the bead be­ 
ing omitted. This may be done with 
the entire hand flat, or with it bent 
so that only the fingers, thumb aud 
base of hand touch the flesh, and 
must be done carefully, asp von gen­ 
tle blows on tender surfaces ore of­ 
ten not beneficial. 
Practice will make these hints 
plain and enable any one with a 
sound body and sympathetic nature 
to aid in curing the siok or in mak­ 
ing their sufferings more easily 
borne, and there are many women 
and children who will take massage 
from those they love who will not 
toke it from a more skilled masseuse 
who is a stranger. These notes Are 
written to those who long to help 
others, And who know nothing of 
massage save rubbing, which soon 
wearies both persons concerned. 
By using these four motions a be­ 
ginner can give an hour’s massage 
without becoming greatly fatigued, 
and their benefit is marked to the 
sufferer.—New York Ledger.

P u ritan stock; the tom bstone w hich 
m arks the grave at P lym outh, Mass., of 
M ary A llertou, th e last survivor of the 
Pi grim s, and w ife of Thom as C ush­ 
m an, m arks also the resting place of 
his ancestress of the seventh g enera­ 
tion. 
T he strains of blood w hich come 
to him through the C ushm ans, K el­ 
loggs, those of his ow n surnam e, aud 
allied families, showr th a t th e qualities 
w 
ch have ga.ued him 
distinction 
are rig h tfu lly his by inheritance as 
we i as by personal achievem ent. 
Senator Davis is a New Y orker only 
by birth; in education and experience 
he is of th e W est, for his fath er re­ 
moved to W isconsin T erritory d uring 
th e first year of his life. 
His educa­ 
tion, begun in a country log school 
house, of W aukesha county, w as con­ 
tinued at an academ y, for w hich he 
furnished a p art of the expense by w ork 
as a telegraph operator, and supple­ 
m ented by three years at C arroll col- 
! lege, W aukesha, and one year in the 
senior class of the U niversity of M ichi­ 
gan, from w hich institution he graduated 
in 1857. 
Choosing then the profession 
of law, he studied w ith A lexander W. 
R andall, the w ar governor of W iscon­ 
sin, and com m enced practice in th a t 
state in 18fi0. 
The stirrin g events of 
th a t tim e, how ever, w ere not favorable 
to the studious pursuit of his new pro­ 
fession, and politics engrossed him more 
th a n law. 
His fath er was of old W hig 
stock, and T hurlow W eed’s A lbany 
E vening Jo u rn al w as in his homo next 
in authority to the fam ily Bible. 
T he transposition from th e W hig to 
the new -born R epublican purty w as 
n atu ral and easy, and in th e case of 
young Davis it w as hastened aud m ade 
im perative by the influence of a m an of 
rem arkable im pressiveness aud powrer. 
It was his fortune to m ake the ac­ 
quaintance of Theodore P arker, aud, 
w hile from his P u ritan ic train in g , the 
theological tenets of the latitu d in arian 
seem ed rank heresy, he w as enthralled 
by that great m an ’s h abitual dw elling 
in the higher regions of thought, by his 
clear visions of justice, and by his all- 
prevaiding, broad hum anity.

Not Always the Case. 
A saloonkeeper at Wells, Minnesota, 
has issued the following card to the 
public: 
“To whom it may concern: 
Knew 
ye, that by the payment of $500 1 am 
permitted to retail intoxicating liquors 
in this city. 
To the wife who has a 
drunkard for a husband, or a friend 
who is uufortunately dissipated, I say, 
emphatically, give tne notice in per­ 
son of such case or cases in which yon 
are iuterested, and such will be ex 
eluded from my place. 
Let mothers, 
fathers, sisters aud brothers do like­ 
wise, and their request shall be re­ 
garded. 
I pay a heavy tax for the 
privilege of selling whisky and other 
liquors, and I want it distinctly under­ 
stood that I do not desire to sell to 
drunkards or minors, or to the poor 
or destitute. 
I much prefer that they 
save their money and put it where it 
will do the most good to their fam ilies 
There are gentlemen of honor and 
men of money who can afford it, and 
it is with those that I de#ire to 
t rade.” 


8o, w hen the impending conflict be­ 
tw een the N orth and the South in ­ 
volved not m erely the preservation of 
the U nion, but the settlem ent of the 
m ost m om entous m oral question ever 
subm itted to th e decision of a C hris­ 
tian people, the young law yer threw 
aside his briefs, and, follow ing his con­ 
science, engaged in the controversy 
w ith every force of an ardent nature. 
He w as found to have a rare facility of 
publio speech, and in the early days 
of the oivil w ar his voice wras heard 
am ong th e elders, advocating th e in teg ­ 
rity of the U nion, the changeless rig h ts 
of m an, and in stim u latin g enlistm ents 
for the m aintainance of both. 
He 
could not, how ever, long rem ain ta lk ­ 
ing at home, w hen his youth ul com- 
rados w ere rushing to the field, and in 
18fi2 he enlisted and becam e first lieu ­ 
ten an t of Com pany B, T w enty-eighth 
regim ent, W isconsin volunteer in fan ­ 
try. 
W ith the A rm y of the Tennessee 
he participated in the V icksburg and 
other cam paigns, until, after th e tw o 
years’ service in th e m alarial districts 
of the Southw est, he w as attacked w ith 
arm y fever, aud w as forced to resign. 


L ieutenant Davis w ent to M innesota 
in the late autum n of 1864. 
He had 
visited various places in 
pursuit of 
health, aud finally w ent th ere as a last 
resort. 
W hen he entered the arm y he 
w as a strong and stalw art young m an; 
w hen he landed at St. Paul he feebly 
tipped th e scales at 97 pounds 
It re­ 
quired from tw o to three years to re ­ 
store his health sufficiently to enable 
him to engage in professional practice, 
but w ith health cam e the opportunity, 
w hich rarely fails to w ait on geniu3, in 
the m urder case of V an Solen. 
This 
o;ise, since become a leading one in 
N orthw estern crim inal annals, w as car­ 
ried through tw o trials, of disagreem ent 
and acquittal, and it established his 
reputation. Thenceforw ard to th e pres­ 
ent his practice has been lim ited only 
by considerations of physical ability 
anu the conflicting dem ands of public 
duty. 
F or m any years no capital case was 
tried in M innesota or the D akotas w ith ­ 
out his connection as the leading coun­ 
sel for the defense. His sym pathetic n a­ 
tu re m ade him th e n atu ral defender of 
the accused, aud it is a rare trib u te to 
th a t quality and to his legal acum en 
th at no client of this class ever suffered 
conviction. 
This sym pathetic nature 
also m ade him the recognized attorney 
for those w ho had suffered w rongs and 
injuries from railroad aud other cor­ 
porations; and of the thousands of these 
cases in w hich he lias been em ployed 
during nearly 30 years of practice, he 
alw ays appeared ou behalf of the in ­ 
jured com plainant, often w ithout fee, 
and never on the side of the corpora­ 
tion. 
He becam e so generally know n 
as the people’s law yer and was so suc­ 
cessful, th a t the corporations sought to 
engage him by yearly retainers, w hich 
w ere 
uniform ly 
declined. 
He 
has 
fought for corporations against corpora­ 
tions, but to the people his services 
were a t com m and w henever corporate 
oppression w as to be attacked aud cor­ 
porate w rongs redressed. 


The career of Mr. Davis in th e senate 
of the U nited States has confirm ed the 
expectations form ed upon his abilities 
as a law yer and as displayed in th e 
public positions theretofore held. 
He 
has risen by rapid steps to th e ran k of 
a statesm an of the higher class. 
His 
first speech in the senate, foroed on him 


j against senatorial traditions by th e ne- 
cessitiea of th e case, occurred soon after 
his tak in g his seat upon the bill for the 
! adm ission of South D akota as a state in 
th e U nion. 
The D em ocratic policy had 
j been eith er to prevent the adm ission of 
both D akotas, or, if th a t failed, to force 
th e ir adm ission as a single state. 
In a 
speech of extraordinary research and 
intense earnestness of delivory, he dem ­ 
onstrated by Tiistory, precedent, law 
and justice th e fallacy of D em ocratic 
argum ents and policy, aud gained his 
cause, not only in the senate but in th e 
D em ocratic house. 
H is argum ent was 
unansw erable, and no serious attem p t 
w as m ade to answ er it, and he had th e 
satisfaction of seeing in the adm ission 
of N orth and South D akota as separate 
states the reparation of an injustice 
from w hich those com m onw ealths had 
suffered m any years, to th e ir serious 
detrim ent. 


A m ong the m ost im portant service* 
he has been able to render the country, 
and especially the N orthw est, has been 
the reform in stitu ted upon his action in 
th e application of appropriations for 
governm ent works. 
The case in w hich 
it was first applied w as in the building 
of th e m am m oth lock and other im ­ 
provem ents at Sault Ste. M arie, involv­ 
ing several m illions of dollars. 
It had 
been the practice since the beginning of 
appropriations for public w orks to m ake 
such appropriations for single years, 
and to let separate contracts for each 
appropriation. 
The result of this pol­ 
icy w as vastly increased cost, m ost d am ­ 
aging delays, and w henever party or 
other necessity curtailed or prevented 
appropriations, a heavy percentage of 
loss for m aintenance and repairs. 
It is estim ated by experts th a t of th e 
hundreds of m illions spent by the gov­ 
ernm ent on public w orks d uring the 
last 50 years, nearly 20 per cent has 
been w asted on the item s last 
m en­ 
tioned. 
The reform proposed by Sen­ 
ator Davis, and adopted by congress, 
consisted in m aking th e appropriation 


for a proposed w ork equal to its esti­ 
m ated cost, and the le tt.n g of contracts 
at the o u tstart to cover its com pletion. 
The application of this rule to the w orks 
at Sault Ste. M arie, it is estim ated, w ill 
hasten th eir com pletion by from th ree 
to five years, and at greatly lessened 
cost. 
This is referred to as an instance 
of Senator D avis’ practical statesm an­ 
ship. 
His speech ou the subject was a 
revelation to the senate and the vast 
region interested on th e m agnitude of 
our in tern al com m erce and th e im por­ 
tance of our w aterw ays to its accom m o­ 
dation and developm ent. 


hostility aud dupl city,

w hich 
oealt w ith forceful ability on the abuses 
of the veto power. 
T his report was 
circulated d u rin g the first H arrison 
cam paign w ith telling effect. 


T he Debs insurrection is still fresh in 
th e m inds of all, for it cannot be fo r­ 
gotten. 
No such in terru p tio n to the 
com m ercial pursuits of a great people 
ever occurred in a c o u n ty not retching 
in the throes of a form ally proclaim ed 
civil or foreign w ar. 
E ncouraged by 
the success w hich had attended th e ir 
operations, th e leaders of this m ove­ 
m ent sought legislation in congress 
w hich w ould give security to th eir 
fu rth e r proceedings aud absolve the 
participants from responsibility. 
They 
had 
induced 
a 
senator 
to 
pre­ 
sent 
aud 
urge 
a 
resolution 
w hich 
g ranted 
this 
im m unity. 
W hereupon, by concerted action, h u n ­ 
dreds of telegram s were show ered upon 
senators and representatm es dem and­ 
ing th eir support of th e K yle resolution. 
T he reply to this dem and by Senator 
Davis w as the only one w hich w as in ­ 
stan t, direct and effective. 
W ithin 
half an hour of the receipt of the ouly 
telegram w hich asked for an answ er, 
he sent back one w hich found its w ay 
to the public, and before the day was 
over, people everyw here were reading 
it w ith adm iration. 
T he text of th a t 
answ er is as follows: 
“ I have received your telegram . 
I 
w ill not support Senator K yle’s resolu­ 
tion. 
It is against your ow n real w el­ 
fare. 
It is also a blow at the security, 
peace aud rig h ts of m illions of people, 
w ho never harm ed you or your associ­ 
ates. 
My duty to the constitution and 
law s forbid m e to sustain a resolution 
to legalize lawlessness. 
The sam e duty 
rests upon yourself and your associates. 
The pow er to regulate com m erce am ong 
the several states is vested by the con­ 
stitution in congress. 
Y our associates 
have usurped th a t pow er by force at 
H am m ond aud other places, and have 
destroyed com m erce betw een the states 
in these particular instances. 
You are 
rapidly approaching the overt act of 
levying w ar against the U nited States, 
and you w ill find the definition of th a t 
act in the constitution. 
I tru st th a t 
w iser thoughts w ill regain 
control. 
You m ig h t as well ask me to vote to 
disolve th e governm ent.” 
All w ho rem enber those exciting days 
w ill recall how this message illum ined 
and vivified th e darkness and paralysis 
th a t hung broodingly over the land. 
It 
was w ritten in no sp irit of arrogance, 
but as the kindly, yet firm, counsel of 
one w ho had spent his best years and 
powers as the steadfast friend of w ork­ 
ingm en, and by the vast m ajority of 
those to w hom it w as addressed, it has 
not been unappreciated or m isunder­ 
stood. 
Its effect w as alm ost m arvelous. 
F or a week th e adm inistration had 
been paltering w ith it, and it w as not 
u n til the echoes of the universal ap­ 
plause w ith w hich 
it w as greeted 
reaohea 
th e W hite House th a t the 
pow er of the governm ent was invoked.

What a Horse is Worth. 
A couceru in Philadelphia makes a 
protit of $24 on tho careas of every 
horso, says an exchange. 
In the tirsi 
olace the hide is valuable, and the 
leathei known as oordovau is taken, 
from the skiu over the rump. 
The 
other leather is soft, and is used 
mostly for slippers and heavy driv 
mg gloves. 
The hair from the tail 
and rnaue is made into hair cloth, 
and the short hair is used in stuffing 
cushions aud horse collars 
From 
the L©of oil is extracted and the 
horny substance is sold to comb man­ 
ufacturers. 
The leg bones are used 
for knife handles. The ribs and head 
are burned to make boneblack, after 
the giuo has been extracted. 
By 
various processes, 
phosphorus, car­ 
bonate of ammonia, cyanide of potas­ 
sium, and prusic acid are obtained, 
and sometimes the meat i6 canned 
and shipped to Europe. 


The success w hich attended him from 
th e beginning of his law’ practice gave 
him prom inence before the public, aud 
in 18«37 he was olected to th e legislature 
as a R epublican from the strong Demo­ 
cratic city of St. Paul. 
The next year 
ho w as appointed U nited States district 
attorney, and held th a t office u n til 1873, 
w hen be resigned, having been nom i­ 
nated as R epublican candidate for gov­ 
ernor of the state. 
The circum stances 
leading 
to his nom ination afford 
striking instance of th e pow’er of in ­ 
telligent effective 
1 ratory. 
The rail­ 
road corporations of M innesota had 
been given not only the m ost generous 
franchises, but had received from the 
state aud nation lavish grants of the 
public lands. 
The aggregate w as enor 
mous. anu th e fear was en tertained 
th a t 
such 
vast 
landed monopolies 
coupled w ith unregulated powers, car 
ried 
w ith n 
them selves 
a 
serious 
m enace to th e prosperity of th e state. 
Mr. Davis shared this belief, and in a 
series of addresses so w akened and con­ 
centrated public opiniqp upon the ne­ 
cessity of subjecting these corporations 
to state control th a t in the follow ing 
year 
he 
w as 
elected 
governor 
alm ost by acclam ation. 
D uring his 
| adm inistration, 
the 
reform s 
th a t 
he 
had 
advocated 
having 
been 
m ade effective, he declined a renom i- 
nation, and at the close of the term re- 
| turned to the practice of his profession, 
aud to his place at the head of the bar 
of the state. 
In this he continued, ta k ­ 
in g no part in politics on personal ac- 
; count, but lending his aid in all polit­ 
ical cam paigns, u ntil, iu 1887, follow - 
j m g a unanim ous caucus nom ination by 
1 his nintv. he w as elected to th e U nited 


T he consideration given to Senator 
Davis on all questions concerning for­ 
eign relations, iu th a t com m ittee and 
in the senate, is w ell understood. 
A 
profound publicist as well as a pro­ 
found law’yer, his judgm ent is h ab itu ­ 
ally sought on m atters of grave im por­ 
tance, and the subjects assigned to him 
for consideration and report usually 
involve the m ore intricate questions of 
international law. He i9 peculiarly fitted 
to deal w ith such questions, for th a t 
branch of public law has alw’ays been 
w ith him a favorite and absorbing 
study. 
His private library 
contains 
alm ost everything in th a t line of legal 
learning in E nglish, F rench and Ita l­ 
ian, w hich languages are the reposi­ 
tories of w hatever is most authoritative 
in in tern atio n al law. 
He has know l­ 
edge of all these tongues, and he goes, 
therefore, w ith easy certainty to the 
fountain sources of inform ation. 
It w as w ith an appreciation of his 
special abilities th a t he w as assigned to 
th e exposure of the Haw’aiian infam y 
before the U nites States senate. 
His 
speech in Jan u ary , 1894, on th a t stupid 
crim e w ith w hich C leveland initiated 
his second adm inistration, w ill never 
be forgotten by those w ho heard or 
have read it. 
It occupied tw o days in 
delivery, aud not only from th e canons 
of in ternational law, but from th eir 
owTn m ouths, he convicted the president 
and his ignorantly 
w illing 
tool 
of 
offenses against public justioe, private 
rig h t and hallow ed precedent, and of 
the attem pted destruction of the heroic 
deeds and inspirations of our ow n kith 
aud kin. 
His indignation carried him 
into denunciations in w hich he does 
not often inaulge, and sarcasm s w’hich 
rarely pass his lips. 
It waa an oblitera­ 
tion of B lount, and a blow at Cleve­ 
land, from 
w hich 
he 
is 
now 
but 
fortuitously recovering. 
The T iberian 
incident of th a t speech is a gem of 
classic pertinency and point. 
The M onroe doctrine, w hich now oc­ 
cupies the public m ind, 
has 
alw ays 
been held by Senator Davis to its u t­ 
m ost logical lim it; aud in an address 
delivered last A pril at M inneapolis, he 
gave a historical review of th a t ques­ 
tion, and of th e application of its p rin ­ 
ciples to th e V enezuelan boundary dis­ 
pute, of w’hich the Oluey dispatch to 
Salisbury is nothing more th an a para­ 
phrase. 
He is, above all, and to all, 
nations and individuals, au A m erican 
of America. 


No aocount of Senator D avis’ legis­ 
lative services w ould be com plete w hich 
failed to record his labors on behalf of 
the U nion soldiers during th e six years 
of his chairm anship of th e 
senate 
com m ittee 
on 
pens’ons. 
It 
is 
in 
th e 
com m ittee 
room 
th a t 
the proof of a legislator’s sincerity 
and devotion to duty is to be sought. 
T he open senate is the place w here 
m uch conscientious speaking is done, 
but it is also the place for pyrotechnic 
oratory, and the public like fire-wTorks. 
B ut in the com m ittee room legislation 
is digested aud fashioned ready for the 
finishing touch of approval or dissent 
ji} the open body. 
H im self a soldier, 
em erging from Southw estern sw’am ps a 
w alking 
skeleton and suffering for 
years from m iasm atic poison, he know s 
by b itter experience the hardships of 
arm y life, and sym pathizes w ith the 
hundreds of thousands whose age ha* 
been m ade m iserable by the unrequited 
sufferings of youthful patriotism . 
So, 
the first labor of each day w as given to 
his com rades. 
For six years his com m ittee room was 
open at 9 o’clock iu the m orning, and 
he never left it for the senate cham ber 
u ntil the day’s pension business was 
eoi!C!ndtfd- 
soldier record, brighter 
than any he was p e n n i^ c l to m ake in

The oratory of Senator D auis ia ch a r­ 
acterized by gravity aud intensity, and 
is the farth est possible rem oved from 
the sonorous, orotund, gestulative style 
know n here and the w orld over as 
A m erican spread-eagleism . 
He never 
loosens the national bird 
from her 
perch sim ply to hear her scream aud 
w itness the flapping of her w’ings to- 
wrard the em pyrean. 
B ut w hile out of 
a full vocabulary he w’rites better th au 
m ost scholars, he speaks better than he 
w rites. 
His truest m easure can be 
taken w hen he speaks extem poraneous­ 
ly on a subject of breadth and im por­ 
tance. 
T hen he displays his ablest 
powers and compels atten tio n . 
He is 
never heard in frivolous debate, and for 
this reason he is one of the few sen­ 
ators w’ho never talks to vacant seats in 
the senate cham ber.

P O T A T O G R O W I N G . 


A N e w M e t h o d o f P o t a t o RnfMliifc D e ­ 
s c r i b e d . 
A friend in the fa r South calls my a t­ 
tention to a new method of raising po­ 
tatoes, which, according to a report in 
the H orticultural Gleaner, is practiced 
by a Mr. F ord of Texas. To tell the 
truth, I hardly know w h at to think of 
this new plan. 
Mr. F ord m anures 
heavily w ith cottonseed an d cow m a­ 
nure, and also Irrigate# a little, and 
claims to l»e able to raise six crops in 
a year, and heavy yields in each crop. 
“T he secret of my potato growing.’’ he 
says, “is that 1 grow the potatoes lie- 
fore I plant them, and dig tin* pota­ 
toes 1 plant.” A crop is m ade in from 
four to six weeks. T rium ph, the great 
early potato for the South, is th e lirst 
choice; Early Rose is tw enty days 
later. T he new schem e is as follows: 
T he seed potatoes are put in old lmr- 
rels or small boxes, and stored in the 
sprouting room.” T his Is done about 
six w eeks before tim e for planting 
them out in the open ground. T he 
sprouting room” is kept warm, if 
ueeessary, by m eans of a stove or 
oven. T he 
potatoes 
soon 
begin 
to 
sprout, and in from four to six weeks 
the young (tot a toes will be tin* size of 
peas, or of th e right size for planting. 
The Itfinvls or boxes are then knocked 
to pn*ces, and then contain a m ass of 
roots and sprouts and m yriads of little 
new potatoes. 
The num erous roots 
hold the whole m ass together. This 
seed is carted to the field, and in 
planting, a handful of the m ass is 
broken off and dropped in the furrow, 
and another handful eighteen inches 
from the first, etc. There should be 
not more 
th an forty nor less than 
tw enty of these little potatoes to tin* 
handful planted in each place. 
If 
then* is enough rain, Mr. Ford says, 
every one of them will m ake a tin**, 
large potato. But it takes inn nun* to 
grow them, and a fte r rains lie puts on 
liquid m anure in addition to tin* m a­ 
nure already in the soil. The m anur­ 
ing governs the yield. 
It will not Ik* necessary to refer here 
to other details of this novel plan. 
T h at potatoes can Ik* started under 


sixteen 4-feet jwiles, (5 inches iu diam e­ 
ter, and 20 seven feet poles. H inches 
iu diameter, for the roof. Make the 
fram e for the door 2 feet wide and 5 
feet high; set in the center of the front. 
But your 4 feet poles, eight on each 
side, nail through the door fram e and 
set tw o stakes at each end to hold the 
poles in position, one above another. 
Then put your other ltLfeet pole on 
top. resting tin* center on the door 
frame. Notch all 7-feet i*oles so as to 
tit each end on the front an d back; 
then set up so as to form the roof. 
Nail any old plank on the ends. Bank 
up (xirth all around and on top. Nail 
old lmgs ou the door to keep frost out.

These microbes, like atom ic sponges, 
take in the nitrogen from the soil and 
the air, and transform it into nitric 
I acid, in which form the plant can con- 
' sum e it. A soil m ay lx* destitute of 
: nitrogen, and need both th a t and the 
microbes, or it may lack only tin* ml- 
: crobcs. in which case a supply of them 
; renders tlie field imm ediately fertile. 
I Stable m anure has little nitrogen, hut 
sw arm s with tlu* germ s of microbes, 
j Add to a field where clover seed will 
I not “catch” a light dressing of soil 
from a plot where clover thrives to 
pel feet Ion. and a catch of clover seed 
: is alm ost sure to result. 
W hy? Be- 
i cause the soil added is full of tin* 
j germ s of microbes that enable the 
young clover plant to avail itself of 
tin* nitrogen in ground aud air.-—Gr­ 
ange Judd F anner.

D iversity of Crops. 
I m ay be excused for w riting much 
th a t has special reference to the new ­ 
er part of the West. 
I have no contro­ 
versy as to which is la s t specially or 
diversified, for each is right in their 
P.ght places. 
In this depressed times, in this era 
of low prices for farm products and 
high prices for gold, 1 believe it is 
best for the large m ajority of farm ers 
to raise all kinds of crops needed on 
the farm and in the household, every­ 
thing possible to eat or wear, and to 
buy just as little as possible. 
L et us reduce our dependence on 
money to tlie lowest practicable point. 
Especially (’<> I advise this, and prac­ 
tice it in the far Southw est for several 
reasons. Our reasons are som ew hat 
tickle, and it is n»>t safe to depend on 
one or oven a few crops. 
The past season w heat, rye, oats and 
barley were failures, yet corn was 
good, and Kaffir corn, sorghum, millet, 
sw eet potatoes, turnips, etc., w ere the 
best we ever raised. 
If we had been specialists for the 
first-named crops, failure would have 
been the result; but diversity being 
practical, there is enough to tide over 
until another year.—J. M. Rice, in 
F arm , Field and Fireside.

If room in the cellar is scarce take 
tw o long slats and nail them across 
the beam s tw elve inches from the ceil­ 
ing and six inches apart, lla n g the 
cabbages between them with the roots 
dow nw ard.

Fee«lin»e M arket Garden*. 
The old idea that fertilizers were not 
adapted to m arket gardening w as long 
ago exploded by the practical experi­ 
ence of the b’g m arket gardeners n ear 
our large cities and by tin* truck farm ­ 
ers in the South. Cabbage, celery, let­ 
tuce, spinach and sim ilar leafy vegeta­ 
bles depend for quality upon quick 
growth, tind it results only from plen­ 
ty of soluble plant food in tin* soil. 
“A slow growth is usually tough, dull 
and rusty, while a quick grow th is ten­ 
der, bright and crisp.” Only by tilling 
the soil with decomposed stable m a­ 
nure in excess of w hat the crops need, 
can the needed supply of available 
plant food be obtained from manure. 
Usually it is cheaper and more satis- 
faetory to feed these m arket garden 
crops with fertilizers than to buy 
horse m anure at high prices and haul 
or ship it long distances.—O range Judd 
Farmer. 


H u n t In

One of the farm ers’ bulletins issued 
by the Am erican departm ent of ag ri­ 
culture recommends the copper sul­ 
phate treatm en t as the lK*st for pre­ 
venting rust in wheat. 
The w heat

of commercial sulphate of copper, or 
“bluostone,” in 24 gallons of water, 
and then putting the seed for 5 or *10 
m inutes into lime w ate r m ade by 


to tin* fields aud pastures, sooner or 
later; then why not do it before its 
i.lost valuable fertilizing properties are 
lost? Prom pt attention to this m atter 
not only promotes e< mfort and gives 
an appearance of cleanliness and thrift 
but the gaiti in the average farm will 
Ik* sullii ient every y ear to paj’ the 
wages of a good ex tra farm hand the 
year round. 
It is not w orth one-half 
as much w hen left to leach and w aste 
around the stable as it would be if 
hauled while fresh upon tin* fields. On 
most farm s the w inter presents tin* 
most economic time for hauling m a­ 
nure, and tin* pleasant days of w inter 
can bo (nit to no better use. The roads 
are good, the team s unemployed, and 
the farm er him self has plenty of tim e 
for his work.—D enver Field and Farm .

To do otherw ise would Ik* 
about as wise as to look for apples on 
a wild plum tree. Soils m ay Ik* easily 
m ade too rich to grow wheat an d other 
cereals in good form, but w here hi all 
the Northwest can soils 1m* found too 
rich to grow flax, mangels, potatoes, 
corn 
or

AnpurHKn*. 
E very farm er should have an asp ar­ 
agus bed. Buy two-year-old roots from 
I the seedsman.

The injunction 
also restrained the city of Anoka from 
confederating to secure a change in 
the location of the hospital. 
T he complaint covers the acts of tin* 
commission in detail up to the close of 
Its second m eeting last week in F e r ­ 
gus Falls, w hen it reconsidered its 
form er action voting to locate the hos­ 
pital at H astings, which, tlu* com- 
plaiut alleges, tlu* commission had no 
right to do. # 
The complaint alleges that tin* com­ 
mission accepted tin* H astings site. 
Also asserts that tlu* city of Hastings, 
by purchasing a portion of the land, 
giving a bond to tlu* commission in 
the sum of $25,000 to assure that Ivody 
that it would carry out its contract, 
which said Ixuul was accepted, had 
acted u]K>n the acceptance. 
Further, 
that Commissioner Hopcr. in changing 
his vote to Anoka, did not do so be­ 
cause the site at H astings was not in 
every way lit and according to the 
Bjk*cifleations iu 
tlu* advertisem ent 
calling for projHisals for sites, but be­ 
cause he was influenced by a political 
reason, quoting him as saying: 
“ I voted for Hastings, believing the 
site offered by H astings to *>e tin* best 
and the most advantageous to the 
state. 
I believe so still. 
But I repre­ 
sent tin* Seventh district, and my con­ 
stituents want me to vote for Anoka. 
I, therefore, changed to Anokn.” 
T he commission filed its answer, and 
also served a notice of motion to dis 
solve the injunction. The motion is 
based upon the an sw e r and upon four 
affidavits made by Messrs. Mcrriam, 
Eastm an, H oper and Block, and peti­ 
tions signed by’ a large number of the 
residents 
of tin* 
S ev en th district, 
which, it is claimed by the plaintiff, 
induced Mr. Hoper to change liis vote. 
The grotyids for the motion are that 
the court has no jurisdiction over the 
commission, because they wen* enti­ 
tled to use their best judgm ent in the 
m atter, and been use they arc a stato 
board; and no facts are s<ft up in tlu* 
com plaint th at would w arrant an in­ 
junction, because the 'plaintiff does not 
show an y injury. 
F urther, that tlu* 
m aterial allegations of the complaint 
are 
denied 
by tlu* answ er, which 
claims that 
tlu* commission had a 
right to reconsider tlu* action taken 
on Dee. is, when It w as attem pted to 
locate the hospital in the vicinity of 
H astings, and that tlu* aid ion of tin* 
commission in afterw ard locating tlu* 
hospital at Anoka and selecting and 
purchasing ?t definite site there was 
proper. It is claimed, although tho 
commission voted for H astings in iln* 
first place .that they did this only to 
determ ine the general location of a 
hospital, and that they never selected 
a definite site near H astings, and 
when the commission reconsidered tlu* 
m atter it simply’ changed tlu* general 
location from H astings to Anoka, and 
afterw ards voted to purchase for tlu* 
state a definite and specific site near 
Anoka. 
Commissioner Hopcr. who was the 
m ember who changed liis vote, states 
in his affidavit th at afte r tlu* resolu­ 
tion was carried. Smith stated that he 
could not understand how a com m is­ 
sioner could change liis vote, and that 
he thought It was illegal. 
Hr. Hoper 
states that lu* replied tis follows, in­ 
stead of as stated in tin* complaint: 
“At the meeting in St. I’a ul 1 voted 
for H astings. 
I am now convinced 
that the best interests of the state 
will be served by locating tlu* fourth 
hospital north of tlu* Tw in Cities, and 
In so voting 1 am represeuiitig tlu* sen­ 
timent of my district.” 
He also adds 
In his affidavit th at lie 'produced for 
the commission the iietitions which lu* 
received. T hey art* attached to tlu* 
affidavit, are very v< luminous, and 
contain the nam es of the most promi­ 
nent citizens of the Seventh district. 
T h e commission .in its answ er, sets 
forth 
the different 
propositions 
by 
which sites w ere offered. 
It appears 
that four were offered near Anoka, 
tw’o n ear H astings .one n ear Jordan, 
one n ear Delano and several others. 
A n o k n ’m Anxwcr 
T he answ er of the city of Anoka was 
served u|M>n the various parlies to tlu* 
action and filed in the clerk of the 
court's office, at St. Paul, hy G. I I . 
Wyman, city attorney of Anoka. 
A fter 
recounting 
the 
law 
under 
which tin* commission was organized, 
(he bids are narrated, and then the a n ­ 
swer charges Dr. Smith with trying to 
make a deal with Chaska, agreeing to 
vote for tlu* site near Chaska. provided 
the citizens would agree to donate the 
sum of $15,(hm>. which they would re­ 
ceive from tin* state, tow ard :1 hospital 
for the acute insane, to Ik* located in 
the midway district, between St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. W hich tin* citizens 
Df Chaska declined to do. 
They also charge that H astings in-, 
eluded Bio acres in the plat subm itted 
to the commission which were not in­ 
cluded in the w ritten offer, and that 
the memlKTs of tlu* commission w ere 
misled and deceived by tin* plat and 
did not discover tin* discrepancy be­ 
tween the pi a t and w ritten offer until 
after tlie 20th of December. 
Dr, S i n l t l i H R e i i l y . 
Dr. Smith made the following sta te­ 
ment in respect to the visit to Chaska: 
“ I have not seen tlie statem ent which 
lias been m ade by Anoka in regard to 
my visit to Chaska. 
I made no propo­ 
sition to Chaska in regard to my vote, 
but. did m ake a tentative proposition 
looking to a selection of C haska by 
the commission, in case a division of 
the hospital into two parts could be 
made an d tlu* acute w ard l*c located 
hetween tlu* two cities contiguous to 
(he state university. Of course, there 
w ere legal questions involved which 
must first have lieen settled and then 
Chaska conkl not have given the com­ 
mission authority to use the $15,000 In 
th a t way. T he $15,000 w as already a t 
the disposal of the commission. T he 
point w as m ade th a t C haska m ust 
agree not to fight such an arran g e­ 
ment as the division of tlu* hospital, if 
the commission should agree to it. 
“ I had already laid a basis for such 
a division in a resolution embodied in 
the advertisem ent, saying that tlu* 040 
acres required should be either in one 
body of land or in tracts conveniently 
located, or words to th a t effect. 
I do 
not know ju st what use is m ade of this 
Incident in the answ er of Anoka. At 
all events, transactions of doubtful na­ 
ture are not usually carried on at. a 
town meeting.

AMATEUR MASSAGE. 


1 Th«» D l f f f r m t M iiT raivnt* o f th o H and # 
on*l IV h o t T h e y A ro F o r. 
The benefits of massage are so 
I well known that it is needless to re­ 
count them, and no ill person should 
be denied the invigorating effects of 
“ the laying on of hands.” 
Many 
persons are kept from the curative 
effects of massage by the thought of | 
expense, skilled masseuses receiv­ 
ing high wages. To enable the home 
attendant or friend in some degree 
to take her fflace is the aim of this 
article. 
The skilled masseuse m ust know 
the body, with tho location of nerves 
and muscles, that he or she may be 
able to give such as need it special 
treatm ent. 
Massage supplies to the feeble the 
exercise they are unable to obtain 
otherwise and includes a series of 
movements of limbs, fingers and 
toes, as well as the strokes of tho 
masseuse’s 
hands. 
These, some­ 
w hat violent, should not be tried 
w ithout the advice of the physician, 
and no direotion for their use is in­ 
cluded iu this article. 
The strokes given in massage aro 
for restfulness or for the purpose of 
rousing blood vessels and othor or­ 
gans to action and may be light or 
hard, the same variety of stroke bo- 
ing varied to suit tho patient. 
No 
rule can be given for this, as judg­ 
m ent is something given only by na­ 
ture and experienoe. 
Massage m ust never be given to 
weary, and the masseuse should 
have a hand firm, but soft, flexible, 
sensitive nnd strong. Even an am a­ 
teur may have this kind of hand, 
and praotioe will make it full of 
healing to the sick. 
The masseuse m ust stand or sit in 
a position oomfortable for herself, or 
otherwise she will bo unable to give 
comfort. It is tho rule to rub the 
limbs toward the body. Beginning 
at tip of fingers, rub with stoady 
stroke toward the shoulder, varying 
the force according to the wish of 
the patient, and covering the whole 
arm. 
Starting with the toes, rub 
toward the thighs. 
The rubbing of 
the abdomen is in a circular course. 
On the back it follows tho courso of 
the baokbone and m ust have some 
force to it. 
W ith all the motions, in a gonoral 
treatm ent the arm s are taken first, 
then legs, chest, abdomen, back— 
from one end to tho other of the 
spine. 
Rubbing with tho flat hand is tho 
ordinary method known to every 
one. Thoro is also rubbing with the 
tips of the fingers, which is very 
soothing when dono lightly and of­ 
ten induces sleep when practiced on 
the head and wrists. 
An invigorating motion is given 
by resting the base of the hand on 
arm or body, placing tips of fingers 
firmly on the skin and drawing to­ 
ward the base of hand, working in 
this manner from w rist to shoulder 
and from foot to thigh. Tho hand is 
never flat when doing this, but bent 
to give purchase to the action of 
the fingers. 
It will be found th at the motion 
of kneading the flesh, which is al­ 
most precisely that of kneading 
bread, will give both stim ulus and a 
restful sensation to the invalid. On 
the limbs this is taken from side to 
side, not up and down, as the former, 
but like it in that it starts at tho 
w rists and ankles, working upward. 
Last of all, and often omitted save 
in cases of sluggish circulation, 
comes peroussion, which is slapping 
the entire body from hand to shoul­ 
der, from foot upward, the head be­ 
ing omittod. This m aybe done with 
the entire hand flat, or with it bent 
so that only the fingers, thum b and 
base of hand touoh tho flesh, and 
m ust be dono carefully, as even gen­ 
tle blows on tender surfacos are of­ 
ten not beneficial. 
Practioo will make those hints 
plain and enable any one with a 
sound body and sympathotio nature 
to aid in curing tho sick or in m ak­ 
ing thoir sufferings more easily 
borne, and there are m any women 
and children who will take massage 
from those they love who will not 
take it from a more skilled masseuse 
wffio is a stranger. 
These notes are 
w ritten to those who long to help 
others, and who know nothing of 
massage save rubbing, which soon 
wearies both porsons 
concerned. 
By using those four motions a be­ 
ginner can give an hour’s massage 
w ithout beooming greatly fatigued, 
and their benefit is marked to the 
sufferer.—New York Ledger.
